HICAGO, May 3.—Rioting in the streets today was so prolonged 
and of so fierce a character that many of the leading business 
men have concluded that there will be neither peace in the city 
nor safety for outside intérests until the State militia has been called 
out to restore order. A committee of members of the Employers’ 
Association left for Springfield today to confer with Gov. Deneen and 
to request him to give orders to the State troops. The labor unions 
have an extensive lobby at the State Capitol, and it is likely they will 
also be heard before any action is taken by the Governor. Chief. of 
Police O’Neil says he is confident that he has control of the situation 


Despite the orders of Mayor Dunne and the prohibition of the City 
Council, many of the wagons of the concerns against which strikes 
have been declared were handled today by men armed with rides and 


Mayor Dunne was empbatic in his declaration tonight that he will 
not acquiesce in any call for outside assistance in preserving order, and 


intimated that he will strongly oppose any move to secure armed inter- 


“We have by no means reached the limit of reserve,” the Mayor 
declared tonight. I am empowered to call on every able-bodied 
citizen over the age of 18 years. Of course, I could not call on the 
striker or the strike-breaker or their sympathizers, but I would have 
to draw upon the citizens of good character of the general public.” 
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and they will march abreast the 
wagons. The order, Chief of Police 
O Neil explained, was simply intended 
to ward off criticism. 

One hundred and fifty wagons of the 
seven express companies went to and 
fro across the city today, in many in- 
stances completely unguarded, and at 
no time under the supervision of more 
than one or two policemen. Every 
wagon carried a guard, some of whom 
were armed with rifles and others 
carrying heavy dowble-barrelled shot- 
guns. The guns were in plain view 
throughout the day and no attempt 
was made to interfere with any of the 
express wagons. 

The trucks of the Scott Transfer 
Company were guarded in the same 
manner. Men carrying rifles were on 
every wagon and around their waists 
were belts loaded with cartridges. The 
company transacted its business as 
though there had been no strike. 
Accession to the ranks of the teams- 
ters was made when a strike was de- 
clared against the coal firm of Carar- 


Clinch Company. This concern employs 


several hundred men and delivers coal 
to a large number of the most prom- 
ment of the bullüings in the city. One 
of their employés was discharged for 


refusing to make deliveries and the rest 


walked out at once. 
The gain of the Employers’ Associa- 
tion was made when the members of 
the Hay and Grain Dealers Associa- 
tion, which employs 1200 teams, de- 
clared that deliveries would be made 
to any place in the city, irrespective of 
strike conditions. If drivers refuse, 


‘they will be discharged. 


MOBS BIGGER AND UGLIER. 
The mobs that filled the streets in 
the business section today were larger 
and uglier than on yesterday. There 
was fighting in all sections of the 


downtown districts throughout the day 
and over a dozen times the police were 


compelled to use their clubs and the 
wagon guards who were armed with 
heavy canes swung them whenever 
they were attacked or thought an as- 
sault was about to be made. 

In many cases these guards were not 
careful whom they hit, and there were 
a number of persons who were 
knocked down simply because they 
happened to the nearest to a stalwart

TIOR STUDY OF 
SICK PLANTS. 


LABORATORY AND STATION TO 
BE ESTABLISHED. 


——— — 


Will be Lecated in Southern Cali - 


CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
BERKELEY. May 2.—A laboratory 
and experiment station for the study of 
plant diseas@s u to be established at 
once in Southern California through 
financial support furnished by the State 
that the work may be undertaken by 
the University of California, as a part 
of the activities of its department of 
agriculture. 

The State commission for the selec- 
tion of a lecation for the pathological 
laboratory and experiment station, a 
board consisting of the Governor, Pres- 
ident Benjamin Ide Wheeler of the uni- 
versity and Prof. EK. J. Wickson of 
the chair of agricultural practice in 
the university, is ready to receive pro- 
posais in regard to a site. It is ex- 
pressly set forth in the bill providing 
for this work that lands already be- 
longing to the State at Whittier or at 
Patton may be used if the commission 
so decides. Should other communities 
in Southern California, however, make 
offers particularily advantageous in 
character, the commission will be glad 
to entertain such proposais. 

The appropriation made by the last 
Legisiature provides that the patholog- 
al laboratory shall be equipped with 
the buildings, material and appliances 
necessary for the study and determina- 
tion of the cause of diseases and the 
conditions of orchard trees, fruits, and 
vegetables. It shall provide the means 
for a thorough examination of fungus, 
bacterial and other maladies, insects, 
pests and diseases, and their remedy 
or prevention; the condition of the soil, 
cultivation and location that may tend 
to Imperfect nutrition and all physio- 
logical and other defects that may af- 
fect the economic production and mar- 
keting of horticultural products. 

The pathological laboratory must be 
located in one of the seven southern 
counties of the State. The commission. 
ers are empowered to select the loca- 


tion, to perfect title to it, and to pro- 
Vide for the purchase of lands or for 
the receipt of lands as a gift. 

When the site hax been fixed, elther 
upon land already belonging to 


the 
State, upon land presented by commu- 


nities or individuals, or upo 

chased, the regents of 
of California are directeg by the ap- 
propriation act to proceed with tho 
construction of a laboratory building, 
to keep and maintain the laboratory, 
M* and manage gifts, lenses 
or uests for promoting the ‘Doses 
of the act. 
The regents are directed to select an 
less than two experts in plant path- 
ology, and such assistants as may be 
needed. These men are to have active 
charge of the laboratory and of the 
investigations and field experiments. 
They must reside at or near the labor- 
atory and devote their entire time to 
the Investigations required by the re- 
gents. The results of their work are to 


be published from time to time. Their 
salaries are to be fixed by the nts. 

The State Commission is to ta 
location, also, which may be on the 


same lands as the pathological labor- 
atory, or elsewhere if preferred, for «4 
branch agricultural station or stations, 
to carry on experimental investigations 
in conneotion with the other 
work of the University of California to 
ascertain the best methods of agricul- 
tural management; for the tnvestiga- 
tion of fertilization: of irrigation: of 
improved methods of handling fruits for 
market: for the introduction of new 
varieties of fruit: and for such other in- 
vestigations as may be deemed aJdvi«- 
able to promote the hAcorticultural in- 
terests of Southern California. 

The commiesioners may accept gifts 
of lands for these purposes or may se- 
lect lands already owned by the State 
in Bouthern California. It isa provided 
that if the station be located at the 
Whittier State School or at Patton. the 
site of the Southern California State 


Hospital, not less than fifty acres of 
land shall be devote! to the experiment 
station.

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COUNT LEO TOLSTOY. 


HIS TEACHINGS AND 
POSITION iN MODERN 
RUSSIA. | 


1 CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES) 
For a whole quarter of a century 
Tolstoy has had the distinction of being 
one of the very few Russians in pri- 
vate life who are widely known 
throughout the civilized world. His 
works have been translated into every 
language which has a literature—and 
in many countries he is considered the 
greatest writer living. In Russia he 
possesses a double inflyence—as a writ- 
er of novels, as a purely literary 
power, and as a and 
teacher, having u great many disciples 
and a separate faction—out- 
side of Russia it would be called a po- 
party—known under the name 
Tolstovtzi, or followers of Tolstoy. 


more or less influence on the work of 
the tion to autocracy in Russia. 
and, while lately this influence is wan- 
ing, stil) the present movement is to 
ble extent limited by it. 


Russia, as a ‘Tule, are quite misunder- 
stood in this country, and I wil try 
to define them from the point of view 
of the active Russian Liberals of today. 
Count Leo Nicolaevitch Tolstoy is a 
scion of one of the ancient wealthy and 
purely Russian noble families. In uals 
youth he was an army officer and saw 
active fighting in the Caucasus and 
at Sebastopol. He resigned eariy, and 
for a considerable time was a member 
of various literary circles of St. Pe- 


plain clothing: he began to condemn 
modern industry. ven education, re- 
quired non-interference in politics of 
any kind. He claimed that manual la- 
bor ia requisite to a pure heart-—that 
modern science is nothing but sophis- 
try which kille morals and religious 
feeling. He wrote special articles on 
these various subjects, books about his 
faith, letters explaining various par- 
ticulars—ali in his unsurpassed style, 
but, as a ru in vague forms. and 
very apt to be interpreted in many 
ways. His dieciples gathered together 
in many localities to establish agricu!l- 
tural colonies founded on these prin- 
ciples. <Any doctrine, any theory, is 
necessarily subject to evolution—and 
Russians are especially apt to push 
any abstract proposition to the very 
extreme. Thus in many of these colo- 
nies—some of them counting their 
memoers by the dozens and even by 
the hundred—the theory of returning 
to plainer modes of life was 
to renouncing the use of tools and 
utensils, even iron in any form: in 
others, to renouncing the milling of 
grain for food, the wearing of clothes— 
some of them going about without any 
at all. Nothing kills a proposition 
quicker than absurd extremes—and un- 
milled grain for human food, naked- 
ness, and working land with bare 
hands soon brought ridicule to the 
rescue of common sense. Besides, 
practically all the members of these 
“colonies of intellectual people” were 
eity born and raised, people knowing 
nothing of agriculture and practical 
farming; they were sincere and will- 
ing, but inexperienced and without the 
necessary physical training. They 
worked hard, underwent a regular 
martyrdom; but the results, from a 
business point of view, were, of course, 
most unsatisfactory. In every colony 
there were people of means, who sup- 
plied the money; but there was no in- 
come, and notwithstanding the frugal- 
ity practiced these outside means came 
to an end soonor or later. I do not 
believe there is a single one of these 
colonies in existence today; but during 
the nineties they were very numerous 
and counted thousands of people. 
Together with the practice of return- 
ing to primitive conditions of living 
Tolstoy extended his political doctrines 
to a return to primitive forms of gov- 
ernment—practically abolishing any 
government. Otherwise the idyllic pas- 
toral would not be complete, for an- 
archy in economics requires anarchy 
In politics. His disciples positively re- 
fused to take any interest in the so- 
cial and political life of the country-- 
they isolated themselves in their col- 
onies, which were conducted on purely 
socialistic principles in economics, and 
anarchistic in politics. Sectarianiem 
quickly developed into fanaticism— 
these people refused to recognize any- 
thing beyond their own circles. de- 
tached themselves from the genera! run 
of Russian life, and so were lost to 
the country. 
Russia has but a very smal! per cent. 
of intelligent people, who can take an 
active part in her political life, and 
who form the active opposition to her 
system of government. With the ad- 
vent of Tolstoy's theories, a large ma- 
jority of these people became his 
disciples, and were thus lost to the 
war against autocracy. That is why 
during the eighties and nineties this 
warfare became so weak—Tolstoiam 
depleted the ranks of active workers, 
turned the Russian thought-movement 
into. other channels. <Autocracy and 
bureaucracy, at first alarmed at the 
Spread of the Tolstoy movement, 
quickly understood that it could not 
become dangerous to them, for passive 
resistance is never dangerous to des- 
tism of any kind. and so left it alone. 
€ colonies were never in- 
terfered with—the government knew 
perfectiy well that they carried the 
— of self-destruction within them- 
selves, and calmly Walted for the in- 
evitable end, wh the nies con- 
tinued gathering W all the elements, 
which otherwise Wonld have turned into 
active enemies of that very govern- 
ment. That is why Tolstoy himself 
was also left alone, for while preach- 
ing anarchy, the means and ways to 
bring it about recommended by him 
were absolutely ineffective and inno- 
cent and could not have hurt a fly. 


His universal fame as an artist 
would not have saved bim from 
the clutches of autocracy if his 


theories and teachings, apparently dan- 
gerous, had not in reality, been quite 
harmiess, even helpful. At the begin- 
ning of the eighties, autocracy was al- 
most brought to bay by the combined 
active forces of the opposition-—-Toilstoy 
more than anybody else helped autoc- 
racy to crawl out of an almost hope- 
leas condition by diverting a large part 
of inimical active elements to other 
channels.

From the milking room the full pails 
are passed into the bottling room by 
means of a rotary doorway and carrier. 
The milk is again strained through sev- 
eral thicknesses of bolting cloth and 
placed in a car which is elevated over 
a steel table on which one hundred and 
thirty-two bottles can be accommo- 
@ated at one time. At one end of the 
car six openings are arranged with 
short pi and stoppers by means of 
which bottles can be filled at one 
time. Two maids can quickly fill 4 
tabieful of bottles and fit them with 
cork stoppers and lead caps. The bot- 
ties are then placed in the cooling box, 
which is a large tank, lined with lead, 
provided with covers, resembling 
a hotbed, and which cold water is 
kept constantly moving. 

The clear, artesian well water is 
chilled by means of a freezing ma- 
chine, but it is never allowed to freeze 
nor to mount higher than 40 deg. Fabr. 
The freezing machine furnishes cold 
storage also for butter, cream and but- 
termilk, which with the pure, fresh 
milk, comprise the four products of 
this farm. 

e delivery wagons are provided 
with rubber tires, and they are prac- 
ties Uy airtight, so that milk taken 
from the dairy and delivered by wegen 
in Trenton is but a degree or two 
warmer when given to the customers 
than when taken from the cooling 
boxes. Milk shipped to Philadelphia, 
Lakewood and Atlantic City is re- 
ceived on arrival of trains by the com- 
pary’s wagons, from which it ts deliv- 
ered direct to the consumer, and within 
a very few hours from the time it left 
the cows. 

In the cleansing of the bottles the 
greatest care is exercised: they are 
washed with a rotary brush driven at 
high speed by water pressure, and from 
the hub of the brush small streams of 
ho. water are thrown against the in- 
sides of the bottles. By centrifugal 
force is insured the perfect ‘cleasing 
they get, which could not 
by any other means.

OBSTRUCTIONS ON TRACK NORTH 
OF SANTA BARBARA. 


“Kyle Wenn in Critical Condition. 


(SPECIAL. CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES ' 
SANTA BARBARA. May 3.—Fre- 
quent and persistent attempts are be- 
ing made to wréck passenger trains on 
the Coast Line about forty miles north 
of this city. 
Two reports of these attempts were 
re eived yesterday by persons who had 
been on the ground and were in a po- 
sition to know whereof they spoke. The 
secret service of the Southern Pacific 
road has been notified of thete at- 
tempts and now have men in that vi- 
cinity making investigations. 
Several days ago obetacies were re- 
meved from the track by section men. 
Three days ago a south-bound pas- 
serger train ran over a long 2x12-inch 
plank which had been fastened across 
the track, but the engine wheels cut 
it into splinters and it did no further 
damage than jarring the engine and 
friahtening the trainmen. Later an em- 
pleyé who was running down the track 
about twenty minutes ahead of a pas- 
serger train at night in a handcar ran 
into a pile of heavy ties that had been 
placed on the track. He had a bad 
mix-up with the lumber, but was able 
to clear the track before the train 
cate. 
The railroad company keeps up a 
vigiiant patrol over its line in this vi- 
cinity, and is now exercising increased 
cart to protect its trains, so that no 
further troubie is anticipated. The per- 
sons who have willfully placed ob- 
stecies on the track have probably by 
this time discovered the fact that they 
can do no harm and that another at- 
terrpt would mean sudden capture and 
ecution under heavy penalties. 
A south-bound engine broke down 
yexterday in this locality, but the local 
raliroad euthorities say that it was not 
done bw striking anything on the track. 
They report having received no infor- 
mation im regard to the attempted 
train. wrecking.

PLANT IN 


BLOW AT MUNICIPAL 
SANTA ANA. 


SANTA ANA, May 3.—A_ sensation 
Was sprung in the matter of the $60,000 
municipal light-plant bond issue today 
In a suit med with W. 8. Whitney as 
pla'ntiff against the city of Santa Ana, 
the Board of Trustees, City Clerk Ed. 
Tecford and Treasurer H. Connell, ask- 
ing that the Superior Court declare 
the bond issue illegal and restrain the 
Trustees from taking any further steps 
for its sale, 

The first proceedings looking to the 
voting of the bonds were taken by the 
o board in July, 1908, and they. were 
cat ried at the election of September 28. 
Subsequently several efforts to sell 
them proved unavailing, until a month 
azo a purchaser was found and the ir- 
Sue Was sold. A technical legality in 
the manner of making the sale invali- 
dated the proceeding, and the Trustees 
were forced to advertise for more bids, 
which were to be opened next Monday 
evening, May . 

The complaint details the story of the 
bond issue and then alleges the ilie- 
gatity of all the proceedings on the 
ground that the City Trustees were ex- 
ceeding their authority throughout. 
Allegations are made that the bonded 
indebtedness incurred in case the bonds 
sheuld be sold would exceed the legal 
15 per cent. of the assessed valuation 
of city property; that the Trustees in 
making the txsue of $6,000 called gor 
more money than was necessary for 
such a plant: that the bond issue was 
an illegal act under the powers con- 


elty trustees has no power to issue 
bonds for a plant larger than neces- 
sary to furnish light for public munic- 
pal purposes only: that there is no 
power conferred to build a plant which 
hal furnish light and power to both 
4 gg consumers and to the munici- 
v. 

Judgement la asked declaring all the 
ordinances and proceedings in connec- 
tion with the bond issue invalid, can- 
ceiling the iseve and restraining the 
bour@ from taking any further steps 
towerd its sale. 

What effect the suit will have upon 
the sale of the bonds Monday 
evening is problematical. It is thought 
in some quarters that ft ie brought 
merely to scare off prospective pur- 
chasers who may be unwilling to buy 
laweuit with the bonds. 

Although W. 8. Whitney, formeriy a 
men.ber of the board from the Second 
Ward. appears as plaintiff, positive ru- 
mo, is current to the effect that the 
Edison Electric Company, which now 
controls the elettric-lighting business 
here. is the power behind the action.

Our Trade With Germany. 
We must allow Germany credit for 
giving us ample notice. There is - 
most a year left for the representa- 
tives of the two governments to get 
together and make new and satisfac- 
tory arrangements. We assume that 
this will be done, or at least faithfully 
attempted, because, in spite of the 
industrial jealousy of American com- 
petition that exists in Germany, the 
value of tntimate trade relations with 
this country is clearly recognized by 
German authorities and economists.

The laws of trade are stronger than ar- 
bitrary inhibitions or concessions.
